Material used for the thermal shield 
might be “ Kapton” , a special film that

the Circleville DuPont plant. 
NASA official Dr. J. Shill contacted 
Dr. Michael Bruno, “ Kapton” plant 
superintendent, on Wednesday night at 
his home to request a rush shipment of 
2 mil “ Kapton” for possible use as a 
thermal shield. 
Plant personnel had a 2,(KH) foot roll 
of the polymide film aboard a special 
NASA aircraft at 
Port 
Columbus 
airport Thursday, less than 16 hours 
after the request was made. It was

Center, Huntsville, Ala. 


The space agency had hoped to 
mount the unprecedented mission to 
erect a sun shield on the orbiting 
vehicle Sunday but decided Thursday 
it couldn’t be done that soon and 
delayed the attempt five more days. 
It was the second five-day post­ 
ponement for Skylab 
I astronauts 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz. They were 
to have set out in pursuit of the 
laboratory

but 
remained 
grounded 
when 
trouble 
developed 
aboard the craft. 
The major problem was created 
when a thermal shield ripped off the 
Skylab, enabling the outer skin to 
absorb the sun’s rays and heat the 
interior of the vehicle so that it was 
uninhabitable. 
Flight 
controllers 
were 
able 
to 
stabilize the heat at 105 degrees by 
orienting the spacecraft with one side 
away from the sun. 
John Disher, deputy Skylab program 
director, said the stabilization bought 
the time to delay the mission five days, 
with a possibility it might have to be 
put off an additional few days. 
“ That will depend on how well we do 
with the fabrication of the sails and 
extension devices and with the training 
of the crew to erect them,” he said. 
The sails are awning-like sun shades 
which experts are developing and 


w hich the astronauts will carry as they 
fly to a linkup with the 85-ton Skylab 
272 miles above the earth. 
They will bike two types of shades 
and decide which would be the easiest 
to install after they reach the station 
and inspect it during a fly-around 
maneuver. 
It will be a dramatic event in the 
history of U.S. manned space flight as 
the spacemen attempt to salvage the 
$294-million laboratory. What they see 
and do up there will be televised live to 
earth, so mission control experts can 
help commander Conrad make deci­ 
sions. 


Rogers Talks 
On Drug Flow 
With Colombia 


BOGOTA, 
Colombia 
(A P ) 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
and Colombian officials have agreed 
on the need for a program to halt the 
flow of cocaine through Colombia to 
the United States. 
There were more than 200 narcotics 
arrests in Colombia last year, and 
about $20 million worth of cocaine and 
other dangerous drugs were seized.

According to U.S. officials, large 
quantities of cocaine from Europe and 
South America pass to the United 
States through Colombia. U.S. narcot­ 
ics and customs officials have come 
down to assist local authorities.

A Senate-

lottery this year. 
Rep. Tom Fries, D-35 Dayton, one of 
the House conferees, said Thursday he 
was “ not encouraged ” at prospects in 
the wake of Republican demands that 
any lottery proceeds be used for 
property tax relief. 


He noted that the constitutional 
amendment removing a ban on lot­ 
teries in Ohio — approved by voters 
May 8 — stated that the proceeds 
would go into the state’s general rev­ 
enue fund. “ The part about the general 
revenue fund was a 
Republican 
amendment,” he said. 
Democrats maintain generally that 


the inclusion of more than $347 million 
in property tax relief in the adminis­ 
tration’s 1973-1975 budget is all the 
relief the state can give.

Bruce Opens 


Relations 


With China 


TOKYO (A P) — The Chinese have 
opened their new relationship with the 
United States with a show of official 
restraint bordering on coolness. But 
that doesn’t mean anything is wrong 
between the two countries. 
The (Tiinese unfurled no flags and 
lx»at no drums to welcome David K. E. 
Bruce, who opened a U.S. liaison office 
in Peking on Monday. 


Bruce 
thus 
became 
the 
first 
American “ ambassador” since the 
Communists came to power in 1949. 
Hsinhua, the official Chinese news 
agency, noted the historic occasion 
with a oneparagraph item that 
neglected to mention who met Bruce. 
On Wednesday, Bruce and his 
deputies-Alfred I* Jenkins of the 
State Department and John Holdridge, 
formerly one of Henry A. Kissinger’s 
aides met with Foreign Minister Chi 
Peng-fei. Hsinhua noted that with 
another paragraph.

County District Public Library on its 
100th anniversary.

Pickaway County Library Staff 
Since its move to Memorial Hall in 
1892, the library has continued to grow 
steadily in circulation, property, and 
services. Originally, it occupied one- 
half of the first-floor area of Memorial 
Hall. The original rules for govern­ 
m ent of the library were very strict, 
and emphasized that “smoking, chew­ 
ing, and spitting . . . (were) conduct 
unbecoming the place.’’ 
The library has always been a lively 
place. Its program s, displays, and 
services made it an im portant center 
of community activity. During World 
War I, and again during World War II, 
it was active in a “books for soldiers” 
campaign which provided 
reading 
m aterial for our soldiers on the front, 
on the bases, and in hospitals. 
In 1935 the library extended its 
services to the residents of the county 
by m eans of a bookmobile. This ser­ 
vice was discontinued from 1942 to 1949 
because of a lack of funds. In 1938 the 
board of trustees considered opening a 
historical museum in connection with 
the library, but did not do so. 
In 1944 a new children’s room was 
opened, and the first story-hour pro­ 
gram s for children were given. The 
library joined a film circuit, and thus 
added the service of loaning films, in 
1953. 
In 1960, our library’s bookmobile 
service was featured in a Lowell 
Thomas television docum entary en­ 
titled , 
“ Lowell 
T hom as 
View s 
Progress in A m erica.” 
During the years 1964 to 1971, a mod­ 
em , pleasant atm osphere was created 
in the library through a series of im ­ 
provements. These included panelling, 
new paint, carpeting, a new ceiling, 
new lighting, and new furniture. The 
electronic check-out system was added 
in 1967. In 1968, the loaning period for 


most books was extended to four 
weeks 
In i joy we obtained the reader-print - 
er m achine for viewing magazines and 
newspapers printed on microfilm. In 
1971, the service of loaning fram ed art 
prints for children and adults was ini­ 
tiated. 


In 1971 this library became a m em ­ 
ber of Ohio Valley Area lib raries, a 
multi-county organization whose pur­ 
pose is to provide better library serv­ 
ices to citizens of this a re a . 
Today, the library’s services include 
inter-library loans, reference services, 
and the loaning of recordings, books, 
pictures, magazines, pam phlets, and 
16 mm films. The bookmobile is still 
very much an im portant service and 
m akes regular trips throughout the 
county. 
Program s for children and adults 
are still a regular feature of the 
library. Our staff of dedicated women 
are always ready to assist you in 
finding a book, answering a reference 
question, and reserving a book from 
this or other libraries in the state. 
Miss Eleanor Craig is now our head 
librarian. The staff includes Jessie 
Cummings, Eleanor H andier, Laura 
Hutzelman, Patricia Gentzel, and Joy 
Kae. Jane Jacobs, Elsie Bartholomew, 
and Chris Morgan serve on the book­ 
mobile staff. Our student workers are 
Steve Smith, Virginia Johnson, Kris 
Reid, Cynthia 
Pike, 
and 
Salnave 
Sylvestre. 
Mr. Myron Haradon is now president 
of the Board of Trustees. Serving with 
hun on the board are: Mrs. Don Col­ 
lins, Vice President; Mrs. Roger May, 
Secretary; Mrs. Ray Davis, Mrs. Paul 
Fensterm aker, Mr. Robert M. John­ 
son, and Mr. Lemuel Weldon.

Since we have computers and other 
modern 
scientific 
instruments 
wouldn’t this be a great scientific boon 
to mankind if it could happen?

Dear Mr. D.: 
Modern medicine has learned much 
from the study of statistics. As far 
back as the end of the 17th century it 
was known that the life expectancy in 
derma ny was about 33 years. From 
then on, these life-expectancy rates 
increased to about 43 years in the 
middle of the 19th century. 
Today, in privileged, developed 
countries, the life-span of expectancy 
of a newborn child is more than 70 
years. 
These figures, of course, vary with 
levels of society, hygienic conditions, 
and 
the 
state 
of 
nutrition. 
Un­ 
derprivileged 
areas, 
unfortunately, 
have a life expectancy that is far below 
these. 
All of these statistics are taken into 
consideration in the predictability of 
disease. 
The science of epidemiology can, 
with remarkable success, indicate the 
effects 
of 
epidemics 
and 
the 
destruction of health they leave in 
their wake. 
Data-processing devices can now 
take into consideration factors like 
heredity, 
genetics, 
emotional, 
physical, and chemical variables to 
predict the possible onset of disease.

Working at Jackson 
headquarters in Miami Beach last 
summer, Wattenberg thoroughly 
enjoyed himself in pointing out, with 
.scathing satirical comment, that 
George McGovern’s “ quotas” — the* 
young, the poor, U h* black and tin* 
women’s libbers 
excluded the rank 
and file of tin* Democratic Party. 
McGovern made no appeal to lalx>r 
(A F I/TIO president George Meany 
couldn’t stand him), Im* had angered 
the city I joss element b y his treatment 
of Mayor Richard Daley of Cli i ca go, 
his partiality to the blacks and the 
“ new” minorities did not sit well with 
the Irish, Italian, Polish, Czech and 
Greek ethnics who had made great 
economic progress since the Roose- 
veltian New Deal, and he had ignored 
the claims of th<* South. Jackson would 
have made a far better candidate than 
McGovern, but the primaries had 
stacked the convention against com­ 
mon sense. 
Now that time has proved Ben Wat- 
tenberg’s punts, the ignored elements 
of the old Roosevelt coalition are 
speaking up for Jackson. George 
Meany endorses Jackson’s foreign 
|M)hcy ideas and trusts him on lx>th

NEW YORK (AP) - Subtle, 
festering conflicts, about as tangled as 
those infecting some contentious 
Southern family in a William Falkner 
novel, are building toward a climax 
among Southern Presbyterians. 
The bitterness has produced a sort of 
“ shell 
shock” 
throughout 
the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S., says 
its moderator, the Rev. Dr. L. Nelson 
Bell, of Montreat, N.C. The anguished 
struggle has spilled into lawsuits and 
meetings, into periodicals and ap­ 
peals, and it raised the shadow of 
schism over the million-member 
denomination on the eve of its annual 
governing assembly. 
Three weeks before that event June 
9-15 in Fort Worth, Tex., amid oddly 
ambivalent 
emotions 
and 
ex­ 


traordinary rebuffs, a group of con­ 
servatives were meeting this weekend 
in Atlanta, Ga., to plan a separate 
denomination. 
“ It’s an unfortunate, complex 
situation that has put a strain on many 
long-time emotional ties,” says the 
Rev. Donald B. Patterson, of Jackson, 
Miss., chairman of a steering com­ 
mittee that arranged the Atlanta 
breakaway meeting. 
He estimated close to 300 local 
congregations — out of about 4,000 in 
the 112-year-old denomination born of 
the Civil War 
are taking part in the 
initial planning for a separate church. 
They object to the present de­ 
nomination’s efforts toward reuniting 
with Northern Presbyterians, to its 
stands on various social issues, to 


asserted doctrinal trends in it, and to 
its involvement in cooperative bodies 
such as the National Council of 
Churches.

Atomic Explosion 


May Free Gas 


HIO BIANCO, Colo. (AP) - A 
nuclear device as powerful as 90,000 
tons of TNT awaited detonation today 
a mile under the Colorado Rockies in 
an effort to shake loose vast stores of 
natural gas. 


The device’s three 30-kiloton atomic 
mechanisms were to be exploded 
simultaneously in the largest nuclear 
blast so far in the Atomic Energy 
Commission 
(AEC) 
project 
to 
stimulate trillions of cubic feet of 
natural gas locked in rock formations. 
The device lias more than four times 
the explosive power of the atomic 
bomb dropped over Hiroshima, Japan, 
at tin' end of World War II. 
The AEC and a private company — 
CEH Geonuclear Corp. of I^as Vegas, 
Nev. — are sponsoring the blast in a 
sparsely populated area on the 
Western Slope of the Rockies about 180 
miles west of Denver.

Sheldon Taft of Columbus, Ohio, 
counsel for the Ohio Manufacturers 
Association, said firms will be forced 
to postpone capital spending. 
“Right now, how do you know 
whether to build, where to build or 
whether to convert to some other 
source of energy?” he asked. 
Taft said natural gas production is at 
its peak but demand will continue to 
grow. 
“I find it hard to believe that 
demand and supply will ever come into 
balance,” he said. 
He estimated the 
total national 
shortage of natural gas will be between 
one and two trillion cubic feet. Total 
current production is 25 trillion cubic 
feet. 
If consumption patterns remained 
the same, the shortage will grow to 40 
per cent of production by 1985, he said. 
Taft said no plant can be built today 
that relies on any one source of energy 
because 
of 
the 
possibility 
of 
a 
shortage.

More than 14,000 members of Alad­ 
din Temple are joining nearly 000,000 
of their fraternity brothers Sunday 
observance of International Shrine 
Hospital Day. The Pickaway Shrine 
Club is under the jurisdiction of Alad­ 
din Temple, Columbus.

I m * quiet, special parties have been ar­ 
ranged at each of the Shrine’s 19 ortho- 
pedie hospitals and three burns in­ 
stitutes. 
In addition, the 172 Shrine Temples 
in the United States, Canada and 
Mexico have planned open houses, 
pageantry, special programs of dis­ 
tribution of literature at civic and 
service club meetings during the 
month of May to call attention to “ the 
world’s greatest philanthropy.” 
Donald T. Back, Illustrious Poten­ 
tate of Aladdin Temple, said the char­ 
itable efforts are financed by dues 
assessments, gifts, contributions and 
bequests by both Shriners and non- 
Shriners, and revenues from such 
events as the Ohio Shrine Football 
Bowl, local Shrine Club benefits, 
temple-sponsored activities and the 
nationally acclaimed sports under­ 
takings. 
“Our hospitals are operated on the 
philosophy where love comes first’. 
Personnel assist their young charges 
(ages to 15) with their studies, recrea­ 
tion, hobbies, clothing, 
barbering, 
dental care, braces, crutches and 
medical treatment, without cost to the 
family,” Aladdin's leader explained. 
Regular school classes are held so 
the child can keep up with his or her 
educational requirements. 
Rack noted that more than 164,(HK) 
children have been cured or materially 
aided since the first Shrine hospital 
Ix'gan operating SeptemlxT Hi, 1922, at 
Shreveport, louisiana.

Eligible For FHA 


Emergency Loans 


On May 9, Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Blitz announced that 74 Ohio 
counties including Pickaway have 
been disignated as areas where farm 
emergency loans may be made by the 
Department of Agriculture’s Farmers 
Home Administration to restore farm 
operations damaged by natural 
disaster in 1972. 
The need for emergency credit is 
Irised on crop losses suffered due to 
excessive rain, with fkxiding in some 
areas, during the 1972 fall planting and 
harvesting seasons. Some counties 
also suffered from drought in mid­ 
year, or from hailstorms or extreme 
temperature changes that damaged 
fruit trees. Lorain County sustained 
tornado damage in July 1972. 
The secretarial designation means 
that in the counties listed, Farmers 
Home Administration County Offices 
may make loans to restore farm 
operations or replace equipment and 
farm service installations lost tlirough 
a specified natural disaster. As a 
condition of eligibility for a loan, an 
applicant must lie shown to have no 
other means of recovery or source of 
credit. 1/oans are repayable in their 
entirety at an interest rate of 5 per­ 
cent. 
lioan applications will be received 
through July 6, 1973, at the local 
Farmers Home Administration Office.

Meier said type-U RNA viruses are 
known to exist in 12 species of animals, 
inc luding hampsters, apes and other 
primates. 
“ Type-C has been found occasionally 
in man,” he added. “ That’s why 
there’s no reason to think man is an 
exception’’ to inheriting the dormant 
genetic information that can give rise 
to cancer. 
The studies were done with two 
inbred strains of lab mice and showed 
the presence of an inborn set of viral 
genes — a genome — that Meier says is 
the “ major determinant of at least 
leukemias and reticulum e'en sar­ 
comas and perhaps all cancer types.” 
One mice strain was leukemia (rone; 
the other had a low incidence of reti­ 
culum cell sarcomas but otherwise 
was cancer resistant.

From conversations with gov­ 
ernment officials, dealers in precious 
metals and businessmen who make 
their living distributing gold and 
shaping it into commercial forms like 
rings and dental fillings emerges the 
picture that follows: 
Dealing in golf! dates back to the 
earliest recorded civilizations, which 
worked it with enthusiasm into 
everything from ornaments and 
arrowheads to chalices, crowns and 
coins. 
Gold was bought and sold in auction 
markets as early as the fairs of the 
12th and 13th centuries. 


Today’s basic system of gold 
markets, centered in I/indon and 
Zurich but extending to many other 
places, has been in existence about 50 
years.

It is there that representatives of 
five leading bullion merchants meet 
twice a day. Consulting their lists of

Nuclear Device 


Exploded To Free 


Natural Gas Lode 


RIO BLANCO, Colo. (AP) — A 
nuclear device four times greater than 
the bomb that destroyed Hiroshima 
exploded a mile beneath the Colorado 
Rockies in an effort to free natural gas 
trapped in underground rocks. 
But the powerful explosion produced 
only a slight jar on tile ground. 
The blast, called Project Rio Blanco, 
involved detonation of three 30-kiloton 
nuclear mechanisms with a force 
equal to 90,000 tons of TNT. The 
detonation took place Thursday about 
22 miles from here in northwest 
Colorado. 
Rio Blanco is designed to help ease 
the energy crisis by providing inex­ 
pensive quality gas to the nation. If 
test results prove favorable, planners 
hofx* for hundreds and perhaps thou­ 
sands of other nuclear detonations to 
develop the vast gas resources in the 
Rocky Mountain region.

M ilitary Food Purchases Decline 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sharp 
cutbacks in U.S. military personnel 
have reduced the quantity of food 
purchased by the armed services to 
the lowest level since before World 
War ll, according to an Agriculture 
Department report. 
The amount of farm food com­ 
modities used by the military declined 
19 per cent last year, shrinking the 
armed services’ share of total food 
consumption in the United States to 0.9 
fx'r cent from 1.1 per cent in 1971, the 
report said. 
“ In 1973, military buying may again 
average lower than in 1972, though the 
decline 
may 
be 
sm aller,” 
the 
Economic Research .Service said in a 
national food situation report. 
But the report said that higher food 
prices in 1973 may offset any savings 
Ix'cause of reduced needs. I-ast year. 


the report said, the services spent 
about 
$501 
million 
on 
food 
pro­ 
curement, compared w ith $743 million 
1971. 


According to USDA records, the 
military consumption last year of 0.9 
lier cent of the nation's total farm- 
produced food, including grains, 
livestock and other commodities, 
compares with a peak of 11.3 per cent 
in 1944, the height of World War IL 


Although the military’s total share of 
food consumption declined after the 
war, it held at between 2.7 and 3.5 per 
cent for several years before dropping 
to 1.7 per cent in 1950.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
campaign against child abuse and 
neglect has brought the problems “ out 
from under tlx* rug,” according to 
state Welfare Director Charles Bates. 
Bates Wednesday cited statistics on 
big increases in the number of cases 
reported as indications that the ad­ 
ministration’s program has been a 
“ tragic success.” 
He said tw ice as many children were 
reported abused or neglected in the 
first four months of this year as during 
the same period during i972.1 .ast year 
reports were up 62 |x»r cent over 1971. 
The suite campaign began last July. 
“ No one likes to hear of children 
txnng hurt or killed,” Bates said, "but 
the more cases we’re able to uncover 
the more children and parents we'll 
have the opportunity to help before ifs 
too late.” 
Hates said public response to the 
program has been “ tremendous” and 
[jointed to 40,OOO requests the depart­ 
ment has received 
for 
literature 
dealing with the problem. 
In addition, Im* said, more than 400 
social workers from welfare agencies 
in 76 Ohio counties have attended a 
series of workshops to train partici- 
pants on how to prevent child abuse in 
their own communities. 


Many county welfare departments 
and 
children 
service 
boards, 
especially in urban areas, have added 
staff members to invesigate such 
cases. Bates said, and a few agencies 
have established new 
programs 
dealing solely with the problem. 
The state welfare department has 
hired two additional child protective 
services specialists 
to help local 
agencies, he added. 
A bill currently pending in the Ohio 
House would add to the effectiveness of 
the program. Bides said. Tlx* measure 
would 
broaden 
the 
number 
of 
professional groups required to report 
cases to include coroners and and 
operators of part-and full-time day 
care centers. 
“ This legislation would also clearly 
define what constitutes the 'emotional 
neglect of ii child and insure iii! local 
agencies report every case," Im * said.
